Forty-two yea rs ago, the air was laden 
with the sounds of ma rtia l music:

T his was their first ex perience of war 
most all of them

tim e a continuous picnic.

terrible cha nge was soon to com e—a 
cha nge tha t rapidly decim a ted their 
ranks. 
F a tiguing ma rches and fields 
of ca rna ge,? shot and shell a nd ca mp 
fever wrought their work 
upon the 
men who previously had known n oth ­ 
ing of war. but who, God bless them ,

wrote cheerful and encoura ging letters 
to quiet the fea rs of the a nx ious ones 
a t home. 
Now (there comes into our

few old men, gray and grizzled, whose 
fea tures are furrowed by tiie linger of 
time. 
T hey come w ithout com m otion 
and they m eet no enthusia stic dem on­ 
stra tion. 
T h e feverish throb of busi­ 
ness life is not stilled tor a moment 
beca use of th e presence of these heroes 
of tlie past. 
Silently they file to their 
pla ce of m eeting, with but sca nt a t­ 
tention sa ve from the la dies of the
